It is hardly safe to speculate about 


Presidential tickets at this early day, 


large numbers of. eminent citi- 


znns will enjoy the distinction of ir- 
responsible nomination between now 
aad a year hence. The latest possi- 
bility, which comes from Washing- 
ton, is that of a combination of New 
York and Illinois, reversing the or- 
der of precedence which hsa obtain- 
ed during tbe last twenty years—in 
short, ^Chester A. Arthur, of New 
York, for President, and Robert Lin- 
coln, of Illinois, for Vice President. 


It is not merely charged by his 


rivals, but admitted by his friends* 
that President Arthur is a candidate 
for re-election. 
He would be nn ex 


ception to the role if he did not 
cherish an ambition for a second 
I erm.. It must be further conceded 
that he is proceeding with rare tact; 
t.o conciliate the various factions. 
,3e bas slipped away from the con- 
trol of the Conkling faction in New 
irork, but in doing so be has given i 
that faction no excuse for outright • 
opposition. 
He has satisfied the; 


"Half-Breeds" largely, and has made 
some 
headway in placating the 


friends of Blaine. 
There is no 


doubt that he baa grown considera-' 
bly in the confidence of the country. 
Such opposites in political methods 
as Whitelaw Reid of the New York 
Tribune, George Jones of the New 
York Times, and George William 
Curtis of Harper's Weekly, are now 
accustomed to treat him witb about 
equal consideration. 
Afc the present 


rate it will not be long before Carl 
Sehnrz and the New York Evening 
1'ost will wheel into his line. Then 
he will have all the most influential 
exponents of Republicanism in New 
York if not actually in favor of his 
nomination, at least kindly disposed 
to him and considerate of Jiis claims 
He has conquered a good deal of un- 
willing ad miration because he is uni- 
formly a gentleman and because he 
has seemed on all occasions to strive 
for the right thing. 
With all this 


he has had large experience and has 
acquired much skill in practical pol- 
itics, and will be fully able to cope 
with any forces which shall endea- 
vor to secure the New York delega- 
tion in tho next Republican .conven- 
tion for any other candidate. If that 
delegation, composed in fair propor- 
tions of Stalwarts and Half-Breeds, 
shall be solid for Arthur, his candi- 
dacy will certainly be formidable, 


It is said that Gen. Arthur calcu- 


lates upon adding strength to the 
movement for his nomination by 
urging Robert Lincoln for the sec- 
ond place. There is no doubt that 
Lincoln's name, whether used in 
connection with Arthur's or that of 
any other candidate for the first 
place, will carry weight. Lincoln 
will be a strong name before the 
convention and before the people, 
and if he shall enter into a friendly 
alliance witb Arthur the tatter's 
chances will be improved notably 
thereby. But such a combination 
will meet with one practical obstacle. 
It would not be hard to secure the 
Illinois delegation for Lincoln for 
the first plane on the ticket, especi- 
ally with the co operation of Senator 
Logan, but it may well be doubled 
whether 
Lincoln 
has 
strength 


enough to transfer the delegation to 
Arthur or anybody else in order to 
get the second place. It would be a 
case in which other hearts would 
ache. If tbe Arthur-Lincoln move- 
ment shall take on u tangible form, 
it is not at all impossible that the 
second at tho start will be first at the 
finish. It is a matter \vhich Mr. Lin- 
coln himself would not be able to 
control, no matter how loyal he 
might be to such an alliaoce. 


The value of political combina- 


tions looking to the Presidential 
nominations has been materially de- 
preciated, however, by the experi- 
ence with the two last Republican 
conventions. It was tho unexpected 
which happened in both cases. 
In 


the meantime the gossips are \vel 
corno to the latest rnrnor which has 
como to The Tribune, aud new sug- 
gestions will continue to be entirely 
harmless. 


Was It Libel? 


The managers of the North western llxi- 


tmil Benefit Insurance Company have 
been troubled in spirit about unfavorable 
articles affecting the interests of tho asso- 
ciation published in Bloorningtou and 
Springfield papers. They threaten to 
•bring suit for damages against the Post 
Company at Springfield. Suid the Bloom- 
mgton Pantograph of last Saturday : 


Mr. Hose, editor of the Springfield Post, 


waa in the city yesterday, looking into the 
atV.nrs of tbe N. W. Mutual Benefit asso- 
ciation, thrtt institution, through its 60..'- 
retnrj, Mr. McCaulley, having written to 
bun that unless au immediate retraction 
was made by the Post of a certain article 
iu regard to the association, tho attorney 
of the association would be instructed to 
begin suit at once for damages in libel.

ST. Louis, June 23.—Beports from 


Missouri state that five crevasses 
were opened daring the day, all the 
upper end of Madison dyke is washed 
away. 
The crevasse is 1$0 yards 


wide. Thousands of acres of corn, 
wheat and vegetables are overflowed. 
The water reached Mitchell, three 
and a half miles east of the break, 
and is now making its way south- 
ward on the Chicago and Alton track. 
It also spread westward and will 
reach Venice to-night. A large force 
of men is working to cut the levee a 
couple of miles below this break to 
equalize the pressure and permit the 
water to run back. 


A large quantity of water flowed 


into Long lake, near Mitchell. 
The 


lake ia rising rapidly, and it is feared 
it will overflow and spread to the 
eastward and southward toward East 
St. Louis. 
The only protection to 


East St. Louis from such a catastro- 
phe is the embankment of the Ohio 
& Mississippi railroad, which crosses 
the bottom directly east of East St 
Louis. 
Should 'he overflow pass 


this barrier, about all the town will 
be inundated. A large force of men 
are at work on the Chicago & Alton 
track, the rails in many places being 
undar water. In the vicinity of East 
Carondolet the bottom was flooded 
yesterday; there is no change other 
than greater breadth of land sub- 
merged. 
All settlers excepting a 


few negroes who still cling to the 
second stories or roofs have aban- 
doned their homes. Many negroes 
are huddled together in tho churches 
and school houses. 


The river at this point has risen 


five inches since last night and now 
marks 34 feet 4 inches, with prospect 
of a rise of another foot. 


Information from Fish Lake re 


gion says fully 20,000 acres wore 
Hooded by the breaking of that levee. 
The loss by destruction of crops 
alone will roach $200,000. 
Seventy - 


five poor families are dependent 
largely upon garden patches for a 
livelihood and are in a destitute con- 
dition, and the others are not able to 
take care of them. 


ST. Louis, June 24.—The river ia 


rising mere slowly than heretofore. 
Tho flooded district in the northern 
part of the city presents about the 
same appearance it has for several 
days past. In the lumber district, 
large gangs of men are working on 
the levees and dykes. A rise of an- 
other foot will inundate all the lum- 
ber yards. 


At Alton slough, SO miles above, 


among islands in the Mississippi, 
30,000,000 feet of sawed boards, in 
rafts, are moored. While the slough 
is a reasonably secure place, consid 
siderablo apprehension is felt les! 
the rafts break and sweep down. In 
East St Louis proper, the situation 
is the same as it was yesterday. The 
Bowman dyke is still intact, and 
protects the business part of the city, 
bat outside there is nothing but a 
watery waste. This afternoon, the 
water which broke through Madison 
dyke yesterday, reached a point a 
short distance above Venice and 
broke a fearful crevasse in the Chi- 
cago & Alton embankment. 
About 


600 feet of track seemed to sink and 
disappear in an instant. The gap 
has been widening ever since. 


Parallel with this embankment 


runs the Indianapolis & St. Louis 
and the Wabash track, which could 
not withstand the terriffic current. 
Tbey too went down in quick sue 
cession, cutting off all direct rail 
connection with the north. 
The wa- 


ter now is spreading over all the bot- 
tom land north of the old Ohio & 
Mississippi 
embankment, 
which 


crosses the bottom between East St 
Louis and Casey ville. It is proba 
ble no efforts will be made to repair 
the embankment until the water re- 
cedes. Meantime, the Chicago & 
Alton, tho Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and the Indianapolis & St 
Louis roads will convey passengers 
to and from St Louis and Alton by 
steamer. 
Trains for the north and 


east will be made up at the latter 
place. The "Wabash will use the 
Vandalia and Illinois Central lines 
to Decatur, whence they will u 
their own road. 


The break in the Chicago & Alton 


track has flooded nearly all the eas 
tern part of Venice and forced many 
families to vacate their houses. A 
considerable part of the town west of 
the Chicago & Alton track, which 
runs direct through the place is also 
submerged. The Venice and Enter- 
prise elevators are closed. 
The 


Stock Yards on the bank of the river 
are no longer available for use. The 
amount of farm land under water on 
the American Bottom, north of East 
St Louis, is said to be 15,000 acres. 
The loss to the crops is computed at 
not less than $200,000. 


At East Carondolet, six miles be- 


low, on the Illinois side, fully three- 
fourths of the families in the town 
are quartered in three school houses 
and a few residences on a ridge of 
high ground. Most of these people 
are in a destitute condition. 


The little town of Cahokia, a 


short distance from Carondolet, is 
all under water, and the inhabitants 
row about in skiffs. Fully 10,000 
acres of wheat alone is from two to 
six feet under water in this (section, 
and as much more of corn, potatoes 


ALTOS, June 23.—The levee at 


Madison broke at 9 o'clock this morn 
ing in two places at the same time, 
caused by the additional rise in the 
Missouri, the mouth of which is di- 
rectly opposite the head of the levee. 
A body of water 20 feet high rushed 
through the gaps and flooded all ad- 
jacent bottoms. 
A panic endued and 


people fled toward the bluffs. Much 
live stock was lost. All the country 
back for seven miles, between Mitch- 
ell and Venice, is overflowed. Crops 
for many square miles are totally 
ruined. 
The force of the overflow 


was so great the soil was torn up in 
long pieces.

The Construction of trie Crossing on the 


Ola Bauare Sunday.'. - 


Considerable interest centered in the 


construction of' the' crossing by the Citi- 
zens' Street Rail way Company on theolc 
square, at the intersection of the Priest 
street oar track, on Sunday. The new 
company did not wish to'interfere Sritl 
Mr. Priest's business or the1 public's:ebh 
venience, and' deeming it a case of neces- 
sity they concluded to pnt in thfe crossing 
on Sunday, and thus dodge possiblfe inter- 
ference through the medium of a writ 61 
injunction. While the men were getting; 
ready to take tip a section of the old track; 
Mr. Priest came along and notified Mr. 
Kinney not to cut bis Tails, and then went 
away. The work was proceeded with as 
quietly as possible, and a good, substan- 
tial crossing pnt in. It rests npon a solid 
bed of" gravel and a lot of seasoned tim- 
ber. While the work was in progress— 
and ic took from early morning until late 
iu'tlie evening to complete the job—large 
numbers of people gathered on the square 
and watched the proceedings, and mean- 
while many remarks were made as to 
what Mr. Priest was going to do about it. 


The work being completed, the Citizens' 


Company, in order to establish their right 
of way over the partly completed line and 
the crossing, desired to rftn one of their 
cars to the turn-table;'20 feet west of the 
Priest .track ; but at about 10:40 o'clock 
last night they discovered that Mr. Priest 
lad blocked the ronte by placing one of 
ais cars on the crossing. This was a 
move the new company had not looked 
for, but they were equal to the emergency, 
and went ahead with their arrangements. 
First, Mr. Kinney and Mr. Ferguson 
called upon Marshal Mason at his resi- 
dence, with a view of getting him to re- 
move the Priest car, but after consnlting 
with that official they left and, procuring 
one of the Citizens' cars from Gulp's 
wagon yard, it was put upon the new 
.rack, run down to the depot end of the 
iue and brought back to the old square. 
Jut before this was done the Priest car, 
which was in charge of two men, was 
ihoved oil' the crossing north about 25 
eet. No interference was offered. When 
he car of the new company approached 
he crossing there was but one man'in 
charge of the Priest car, and he quietly 
walked away as the new car went over 
he crossing. The object of the Citizens' 
company was thus attained in the face of 
he obstructions described, and the car 
was taken off the track and returned to 
lie wagon yard. Mr. Shellabarger waa 
not aware of the trouble, nor of the fact 
hat the crossing had been built, uutil 
his morning when he drove past the old 
quare. He inspected the job and pro- 
nounced it a good one, and then gave 
ome general orders to Mr. Kinney to 
msh forward the work us speedily as 
>ossible. 


There was some general talk this morn- 


ng to the ett'eot that Mr. Priest would 
lave the men arrested for working on 
Sunday, but no move has been made in 
his direction, and everything seems to 
>e serene all along the line. Mr. Priest's 
cars tire running as usual. 


The Citizens' Company hope to have 
heir cars running from the depot to the 
entrance of Greenwood Cemetery on or 
jefoie July 4th. 


MB. TBIEST KICKS, 


Mr. Priest was seen this forenoon by a 


reporter. He doesn't approve of the ac- 
lon of the Citizens' Company in their op- 
erations of yesterday and last night which, 
n emphatic words, he denounced the 
'outrageous goings on." He stated thufc 


would seek redress in the courts, 


vhere he commenced action some weeks 
ago against the Citizens' Company for 
825,000 damages, and also for $25,000 
against the city of Decator. Mr. Priest 
affirmed that the acts of the company on 
Sunday only made the cases stronger, 
'more binding, so to speak," and he would 
make the city and the new company sweat 


E there is any justice to be had. Mr. 
Priest says the car was. run over the new 
ine Sanday night Bt 11 o'clock, while on 
;he other hand Mr. Kkiney affirms that 
;he trip waa made abont 1 o'clock this 
Monday) morning. Mr. Priest also took 
occasion to criticise the acts of the new 
company in working as they did on the 
Sabbath day, but bad nothing to say of 
;he necessity of the case, exaept to allnde 
;o the fact that had the work been done 
on a week day be might have stopped the 
aroceedings by causing a wr.it of .injunc- 
;ion to issue, but he had given no one 
cause to believe that he would appeal to 
:he law in this manner.
